ter. 

At least 50 


of the 600 persons 
|stricken were hospitalized at near- 
by East Charleroi and New Eagle. 
Five of those were in critical con- 
dition and were put into oxygen 
| tents. 


ADVISED TO LEAVE 


Several hundred persons, most of | 
jthem elderly people with asthmatic | 


jor heart conditions, were advised 
|to leave the city until the 
cleared up entirely. Most of those 
who died were between 62 and 75 
years old. All had chronic asth- 
matic and heart conditions, Coroner 
|L. C. Gray said. 

| Dr. William Rongaus, a member 
of the Donora board oi health, 
blamed the death-dealing smog on 
poisonous gases from the American 
Steel and Wire Company’s zinc 
| plant. 

“I feel certain that the gases from 


| the zinc works are responsible for 
it,” Dr. Rongaus said. “It’s not 
| right It's plain murder These 


people were murdered.” 


FORMS SULPHURIC ACID 
| He said the zine works gives off 
sulphur dioxide and when this is 
mixed with moist fog it forms sul- 
phuric acid. 

“When breathed into the lungs, it 
|chokes people te death,” he said. 
| Officials said the smog was trap- 
ped over the city by layers of cold 
jair which prevented the poisonous 
|gases from escaping into the at- 
mosphere. 

The zinc works, the city’s prin- 
jcipal industry, halted smelting 
jpending an investigation by local 
jand state authorities, 

The fog continued to hang over 
|Donora today but the rain appar- 
jently washed the deadly gases out 
jof it. There was no difficulty in| 
breathing and Elizabeth Ostrander,| 
secretary of the board of health,| 
said calls for aid halted as soon as 
the rain began to fall yesterday.

Even the governments of India and 
Pakistar are based in form on British ex- 
perience, tradition and reforms, In other 
words, the British occupation not only 
made them possible but profoundly influ- 
enced their functioning. 

Winston Churchill is eminently right. 
There is no use giving away those things 
which some day the Commonwealth will 
passionately desire to get back. 


Why Not Alberta Facts? 


The fire insurance section of the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce has de- 
duced from a study of figures from New 
Zealand, Massachusetts and Saskatche- 
wan that compulsory insurance on autos 
does not reduce the number of car acci- 
dents. 

In Manitoba, where a “financial respon- 


sibility” clause is used to impound cars 
involved in accidents unless the owner 


can prove he is either insured or financi- 
ally responsible enough to pay all cost, 
the results are better, according to the 
committee. 

These findings are made public in a 
brief prepared by the chamber for sub- 
mission to Alberta’s legislative commit- 
tee enquiring into government automobile 
insurance. 

Most amazingly the brief ignores Al- 
berta’s own experience, Every car-owner 
in this province pays an extra dollar when 
he buys his license plates and the dollar 
goes to a fund to re-imburse accident vic- 


tims who are unable to collect. through 
ordinary legal procedure from the respon- 
sible driver. 

The only difference between Manitoba. 
legislation and Alberta’s is that cars here 
are not impounded—although they may 
be if they are from outside the province 
—but the driver of the vehicle responsible 
loses his driver’s license unless he can 
prove his financial responsibility. 

No figures have been produced by the 
government, nor did the Chamber of Com- 
merce committee set forth any figures 
on the effect of this Alberta legislation 
on the frequency of car accidents. 

One would almost be inclined to think 
the first explorations of the chamber com- 
mictee would be into local conditions. 

If the Alberta legislation is satisfactory 
and the committee feels the Manitoba ex- 
periment has been, why not say 80? 

At the very least why not mention 
Alberta's accident indemnity and financial 
responsibility legislation? 


Sentence and Execution 


The unduly extended interval between 
the death sentence and the execution of 
it in murder

interval in a local murder two fur- 
ther instances have been reported that 
seem to show that the practice obtains 
in every part of the country. 

Thus, on October 28th, Mr. Justice A. 
M. Manson sentenced a Kamloops killer 
to die on the gallows on January 7, an in- 
terval of 72 days between sentence 
execution. 

Similarly, 
a convicted man was ordered to his 
on March 1, an interval of 98 days or 
full weeks. 

As was pointed out before, there are 
a good many details to be attended to be-

can be carried out. The trial evidence must 
be reviewed by the department of justice. 
Ample time must be allowed for the fil- 
ing of an appeal, if necessary.

But if all or any one of these details 
are responsible for this unconscionable de- 
lay between sentence and execution, there 
is obviously some fault in the system 
which should be repaired. 

Certainly it should not require 14 
weeks or even five weeks for the jus- 
tice department to study the evidence. 

Assuredly an appeal can be prepared 
and filed in a matter of days. 

And since there seems to be no dis- 
position in Canada to abolish capital pun- 
ishment, there reason why trained 
hangmen should be available at all

Hubby-Pleasing 
Pastries Tricky 
To Make Well 


The new cook should choose a 
good recipe and stick to the rules 
for pastry-making if she would turn 
out the kind of pie “that mother 
used to bake.” 

Home economists of the 
mer section, Dominion department 
of agriculture, say that all ingredi- 
ents should be cold except when 
making “hot water pastry.” 

The object of having everything 
eold is to keep the fat from melting 
and coating the particles of flour 
and so preventing the water from 
being absorbed 

The fat should be cut into the 
flour until it is the size of small 
peas. Two knives used with a scis- 
sors-like motion, or a pastry blender 
may be used. 

If possible, chill the dough thor 
oughly before rolling it out. This 
tends to improve the flavor and tex- 
ture of the finished product 

In making more than one crust 
or shell, divide the dough and rojl 
out just one crust at a time Roll 
from the centre toward the edges, 
and handle the rolling pim lightly. 

A hot oven the first 10 or 15 min 
utes is essential for proper cooking 
This causes the sudden cxpansion 
of the cold air which has been en- 
closed in the pastry during rolling 
The oven temperature then may be 
lowered to allow the filling to cook 
completely. 

For a double-crust pie the upper 
crust should be rolled out before 
putting the filling in the pie, Other- 
wise the bottom crust may become 
soaked and soggy
